June '01—six months short of 
his 21st birthday and too young 
to be commissioned in the 
Army. While waiting to come of 
age Marshall served as com- 
mandant of cadets at the Dan- 
ville Military Academy. He re- 
ceived a commission as a lieu- 
tenant in the Arrowy after be- 
coming of age. 


Fourteen years after leaving 


VMI he was still a first lieuten- 
ant and wrote that he was con- 
sidering resigning because of 
the slow promotions. 


World War I 


By the time World War I 


came he had reached the rank 
of captain, then rose quickly to 
colonel when Gen. John J. Per- 
ching recognized his brilliance 
as a staff officer. 


But it was this brilliance as a 


staff officer that kept Marshall 
from the field command he sc 
desperately wanted. Marshall 
eventually received a tempo- 
rary brigadier general's star, 
but after the war he reverted 
to captain—lo begin anew the 
slow climb to the top ranks. 


He got his star back in 193( 


and three years later President 
Roosevelt bypassed 34 senior 
officers to make Marshall act- 
Ing chief of staff in July 1939 


On Sept. 1, 1939, the day Hit 


ler invaded Poland, Marshal 
was promoted to general and 
made chief of staff. In the clos 
ing days of World War II he 
became a general of the Army 
with five stars.

Reform Program 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) - Gov. 


Nelson A. Rockefeller was back 
on the national political trails 
today after a victory in a spe- 
cial session of the legislature, 
which approved his controver- 
sial liquor reform program. 


But he left behind persistent 


rumors that his success was due 
in part to a bargain with U.S. 
Rep. Charles A Buckley, leader 
of the Bronx Democratic organ- 
ization. 


Some Bronx legislators voted 


for the bill, in opposition to 
most Democrats. This support 
was reported to have been given 
in exchange for Rockefeller's 
pledge to sign a bill that would 
permit candidates in a primary 
to be listed on the ballot in a 
slate. 


Delegate Motives 


Rockefeller told a news con- 


ference it was "unfair" to at- 
tribute such motives to the 
Bronx delegates. 


Rockefeller, a candidate for 


the GOP presidential nomina- 
tion, said settlement of the dis- 
pute over liquor legislation had 
"reed 
him 
to 
"concentrate 


more effectively on the national 
scene." 


Within a few hours after the 


egislature adjourned, Rocke- 
feller signed the bill and left 
by private plane to resume his 
campaign in Oregon's presi- 
dential preference primary. 


While the bill did not go as 
rar as Rockefeller wanted in 
creating a free retail liquor 
market, the governor said it 
embodied his basic objectives. 


Special Session 


He called the special session, 


which convened Wednesday, to 
'orce reconsideration of his li- 
quor reform bill, rejected dur- 
ing the regular session. 


The bill eliminates a state- 


supported system in which dis- 
tillers have set retail liquor 
prices. It requires that prices 
to retailers be as low as those 
anywhere else in the nation. Re- 
iailers, however, are Barred 
from selling below cost. 


The vote on the compromise 


plan was 34-23 in the Senate and 
80-63 in the Assembly. 


Democrats provided the mar- 


jin of victory. In the Senate, 29 
Republicans and 5 Democrats 
voted for the bill, with 30 votes 
needed for passage. In the As- 
sembly, the bill was supported 
by 73 Republicans and 7 Demo- 
crats, with 76 votes needed for 
passage.

leaving. This "male replace- 
ment ratio'' has continued to 
look more favorable since that 
time. 


In the 1950-60 decade, 127 boys 


were available for every 
100 


men who died or retired. In this 
1960-70 decade Marshall 
and 


Sledge estimate that the ratio 
is approaching equilibrium with 
116 boys available for every 100 
men leaving farming.

More Farmers 


What does this mean in spe- 


cific numbers of farm boys? In 
the present decade 5,735 more 
boys will be available to farm 
than there will be farm open- 
ings in the state, assuming the 
number of farms remain stable, 
which probably will not be the 
case. In the decade after 1970, 
the surplus of rural farm boys 
is expected to be 8.757 in the 
state. 


This anticipated surplus 
of 


farm manpower could be seri- 
ous. It points out some ques- 
tions that society must face in 
the next 20 years. 


Can the economy absorb this 


surplus rural population while 
meeting present demands 
of 


"non-farm population for employ- 
ment? Will schools be ready to 
prepare rural farm youth for 
related and non-farm jobs? Will 
farm youth be ready to take 
advantage of off-farm 
agricul- 


tural jobs and non-farm voca- 
tional opportunities? Or is part 
of the farm youth of the next 
20 years destined to become 
another segment of the unskill- 
ed labor force? 


No Solution 


This study doesn't answer

WiKontin Report 


The Commission on Civil Rights was 


created by the Civil Rights Act of 1957, 
and its life was extended for two year 
periods in 1959 and 1961. Last year it was 
given a further one-year extension, 


Title V of this year's bill would make 


it.a permanent body and extend the life of 
the Commission for four years, effects pro- 
cedural and technical changes in its opera- 
tion, and gives the Commission new author- 
ity, to (1) serve as a national clearing house 
for information on civil rights and (2) in- 
vestigate instances of vote fraud, includ- 
ing the denial of the right to have one's 
vdte properly counted.

The major purpose of the Commission 


on Civil Rights is to investigate various 
aspects of this problem and prepare re- 
ports for Congress and the Administration 
with recommendations for legislation. The 
Civil Rights Bill of 1963 is largely the re- 
sult of recommendations made by the 
Commission. 


- Supporters of the legislation argue that 


the Commission has been severely handi- 
capped • by its temporary authority, and 
that permanent status is badly needed. 
They point out that both political parties 
made specific pledges in their 1960 plat- 
forms to make the Commission a perma- 
nent body. 


Giving the Commission authority to in- 


vestigate vote frauds was part of the orig- 
inal bill in 1957 but was eliminated in 
final action on that measure. Supporters 
claim investigation of this matter is badly 
needed, that vote fraud is widespread with 
as many as one million votes "lost" in 
every federal election. 


Supporters are quick to point out that 


the Commission is not an 
enforcement 


agency but rather one to collect and ac- 
cumulate data. On the other hand they 
support the provision in the bill giving 
the Commission subpoena powers to be 
backed by federal court orders so that it 
can force .testimony from recalcitrant wit- 
nesses.

Opponents file no specific objections 


to this title, but base their opposition on 
the general fear that it represents a fur- 
ther expansion of the power of the federal 
bureaucracy. They declare that the au- 
thority of the Commission is not specific- 
ally limited in the bill, and that it will be 
able to gradually extend its investigative 
authority. 


This newspaper is not alarmed by this 


title of the bill. The Commission has been 
in existence for seven years and its work 
has generally attracted approval. The new 
authority granted in the bill is supple- 
mentary to present powers. 


Paying the Tax Collectors 


Both houses of the legislature have ap- 


proved a change in the state sales tax law 
to increase the return to vendors of tax- 
able goods and services from one per cent 
of the gross tax receipts to two per cent. 
With little discussion, and with scarcely 
any notice to the public that the measure 
was coming up for a vote when it did, the 
legislature responded to the pleadings of 
trade association 
lobbyists who devised 


the measure as a means of increasing the 
returns of their clients' merchandising es- 
tablishments. 


When the original Wisconsin sales tax 


law was enacted in 1961 the compromise 
measure as it came to the legislature con- 
tained no provision for a so-called rebate 
to merchants who admittedly became tax 
collecting agents of the state under the 
new revenue scheme. Somewhat later the 
one per cent retention privilege was 
adopted, but only after considerable con- 
troversy and as a matter of reluctant 
compromise. 


What are the merits? 
Because the 


state department of taxation is opposed to 
the two per cent rebate, we may presume 
that Gov. Reynolds will veto this liberaliz- 
ing amendment. But the quarrel will con- 
tinue. Since we are likely to extend the 
sales tax plan under the impact of inexor- 
ably rising governmental 
revenue de- 


mands, state and local, the issue is not 
likely to disappear. 


On the face of it, accounting expend- 


itures and the penalties for violation of 
the payment and reporting laws under 
this new sales tax program at Madison are 
onerous for the merchandiser and espe- 
cially the owner or manager of the smaller 
store. But the unpleasantness is especially 
felt in these early years of the experience 
because it is new. The practice of other 
states is relevant to the discussion. While 
the idea of some compensation to the 
merchant-collector of sales taxes is well 
established among the numerous sales tax 
jurisdictions of the country, the two per 
cent return is high among them. The 
typical rate is one per cent. And it is note- 
worthy that some states permit no such 
withholding by the vendor. 


It is relevant also that the state govern- 


ment of Wisconsin has imposed tax collec- 
tion duties upon many other businessmen 
in recent years, without demands 
from 


them for compensation for the service, and 
without any offers from these legislators 
at Madison on the behalf of such entre- 
preneurs. The most important of these is 
the new wage and salary withholding law 
for the collection of personal income taxes. 
Other vendors of commodities subject to 
excise taxes, notably the liquor wholesal- 
ers, have been heavy collectors of state 
treasury dollars for decades without any 
special benefits for themselves provided 
in those revenue laws.

these men and especially their

Justice Wilkie was re-elected 


by a reasonably decisive mar- 
gin over Howard Boyle of 
Beaver Dam. But the effort 
was one of the most extraor- 
dinary ever mounted in a ju- 
dicial election. Its style and its 
issues will reverberate for a 
long time. Almost surely the 
story as a whole will figure in 
a revived argument about re- 
organizing the judicial selec- 
tion process. 


The fact that Boyle was de- 


feated was not surprising to 
anyone familiar with Wiscon- 
sin electoral behavior. The sur- 
prise was in the fact that he 
ran so strongly against an en- 
trenched i n c u m b e n t and 
against one of the most power- 
ful coalitions of influence and 
opinion-making that has ever 
been observed in a similar 
election. Not the least of the 
extraordinary developments of 
the campaign was the involve- 
ment of the court itself, in its 
public defense of a distressed 
colleague. 
1HE MEANING 


It was perfectly clear that 


Boyle's appeal was not in him- 
self or his record, but in the 
principal issue that he raised. 
His protest against the court's 
decision in a case which he 
claimed involved public mor- 
als was obviously an appealing 
one. It brought such a re- 
sponse that in the end his in- 
cumbent rival was publicly ex- 
plaining his own decision and 
how it came about, which is 
what he said in the beginning 
he could not and would not do. 
It brought such a response 
also that five members of the 
court felt it expedient to issue 


a public statement under their 
own names. This had the ef- 
fect of explaining the contro- 
versial court opinion in spite 
of the earlier protest that such 
judicial explanations 
in the 


political forum are improper. 


Bat there is a very good 


chance, in retrospect, 
that 


some of the sympathy for 
Boyle also resulted from the 
resentment of lay voters to- 
ward the idea that any pub- 
lic man's record, in whatever 
place, is beyond publie ap- 
praisal and discussion. There 
is at least ground for specu- 
lation that there may also be 
stirring some popular unrest 
about the rallying of the es- 
tablishment, as it might be 
called, in defense of an in- 
cumbent judge, whatever the 
merits of the 
competition. 


There is nothing quite as rig- 
idly fraternal in Wisconsin 
public affairs as the bench and 
bar, as better men than Boyle 
have discovered to their cha- 
grin many times in the past.

There is a tendency in such 


matters to over-simplify. The 
"Tropic of Cancer" issue was 
a simple one, easily related, 
and be it admitted, a tantaliz- 
ing one in a news story. 


There were other fairly vis- 


ible considerations in the elec- 
tion situation and possible lia- 
bilities that Wilkie had to sur- 
mount. A spring vote in Wis- 
consin tends 4o favor the con- 
servatives and the Republi- 
cans, on the record. Judge 
Wilkie shrewdly avoided the 
recollection as much as he 
could, but he could-not quite 
obliterate the record of his 
prominent Democratic parti- 
sanship until two years ago.

Editor, Post-Crescent: 


We would like to bring to 


the attention of the public, 
businessman and all parents of 
our city the problem now ex- 
isting in our city of Appleton. 


On April 14 there was an 


article in the paper in regards 
to us parents who absolutely 
do protest the proposed school 
boundary change and wish to 
give our legitimate reasons as 
just why we protest. 


To begin with all the Hunt- 


ley parents received a memo 
of April 8th, in regards to 
these new boundaries for the 
1964-65 school years. 


It read as follows: 
"In a few short years the. 


Huntley School area has grown 
in leaps and bounds. When 
your school opened it had sev- 
eral vacant classrooms for 
music, lunch, and extra phys- 
ical education area. This is no 
longer true—All rooms 
and 


auxiliary classes are now over- 
filled. The enrollment for this 
present school year shows a 
growth of over 11% from last 
year. The enrollment for 1964- 
65 school year shows that this 
growth will continue. This has 
necessitated the changing of 
the boundary lines for next 
year." 


Along with this memo a map 


of the new boundary lines was 
sent. 


There was nothing in the 


memo stating that this was 
not official nor that the mat- 
ter would be discussed by the 
Appleton Board of Education. 
However, when we did get 
news of the meeting on Mon- 
day, we did our very best to 
get the news around and all 
available went to that meet- 
ing. 


We wondered how long be- 


fore your child may 
bring 


home such a memo. Or per- 
haps your child already has 
at one time. 


It is obvious most of our 


Appleton public schools 
are 


becoming well populated and 
overfilled. So isn't it also ob- 
vious that we had better all 
start looking a little into the 
future, or this problem will 
come up again and again. 


We learned 
at the board 


meeting that of these 69 pupils 
who are to be sent to Edison 
from Huntley, that 
approxi- 


mately one-half are kindergar- 
ten and first graders. 


We of course are mainly con- 


cerned over the area from 
Viola Street east to Ballard 
and Randall south to Wiscon- 
sin Avenue. 


Wisconsin Avenue is a very 


busy state highway. T h e n 
where could safety or protec- 
tion possibly begin when these 
little tots are expected to cross 
several times a day? 
These 


small children are expected to 
go almost twice as far to 
school, when we live in the 
immediate Huntley area.

amount to 22 or 23 blocks from 
the furthest point and approxi- 
mately 17 blocks 
from the 


nearest point to Edison. In 
miles it is 6/10 mile further 
but quite conveniently under 
the two mile margin. There 
are winding streets, the river, 
the railroad tracks, several 
main b u s i n e s s concerns, 
amongst semi - trucks, mills, 
construction to begin on Meade 
St.

Wisconsin Avenue, 


heavy traffic flow and even 
when the small child did get 
across there are no sidewalks 
on the south side from Lemin- 
wah east to Ballard.

all will eventually have < sixth 
graders.

We write this letter as an 


appeal to the people of the 
City of Appleton to help us 
save our home as well as Ap- 
pleton's only historical build- 
ing. 


I was first informed April 


14 by a phone call from one 
of our local real estate men 
requesting permission to in- 
spect our home for appraisal 
for city condemnation for the 
widening of the Memorial and 
Prospect street intersection. 


I called the Department of 


Public Works and talked to 
Mr. Bues. He informed me 
that the state was now ready 
to take bids for the proposed 
work to be done on this in- 
tersection and part of my 
property would be necessary 
to do this work. 


I immediately went down to 


the Department 
of 
Public 


\Ycrks and requested more in- 
formation as well as a copy of 
the plans for the proposed 
work. I was told that only one 
copy existed for the project; 
however, I was allowed to see 
that copy. In checking these 
plans I found that the city 
will confiscate over 68 feet of 
the fronlage of this property. 
This will be done on a line 
from the bridge to the front 
of the property on Prospect 
Street. 


We found an error in the 


plans for the plans show the 
house 18 feet from the new 
street line where in actual 
measurement the house will 
now be only 8 feet from the 
street. In tins plot that will 
be confiscated will be three of 
the property's beautiful trees 


that has taken decades to 
grow KJ make the setting for 
this beautiful old home. 


In further questioning I ask- 


ed why so much land was 
necessary when the other cor- 
ners were jus>t being rounded 
for right hand turns. I was 
told this was necessary so 
they could "stack" two or 
three extra cars at this inter- 
section for right hand turns. 


When I asked if any alter- 


nate plans had been consider- 
ed I was told that we could 
not question the state's plans 
or decisions for fear that we 
may lose the state aid which 
was involved. This seemed to 
be the most important factor, 
not what it will do for the traf- 
fic patterns or to properties 
involved, but that the state is 
willing to pay 8-5 per cent of 
the bill. 


Now the amazing part of 


this is that when I asked why 
v.e hadn't been informed soon- 
er on this project and the 
land requirements I was told 
that the first our city afficials 
knew of this was last Thurs- 
day, April 9, 1964. The City 
Council has been squabbing 
over this intersection for two 
years. Why does it now have 
to be railroaded tlirough in a 
few days without the rights to 
question or petition by the 
people of the assessments. We 
were not informed by the city 
officials, or given the oppor- 
tunity of a public meeting. I 
am told a public meeting is 
to be held in May, after all 
the decisions have been made 
and the land confiscated. 


I would also like to ask a 


simple question. What hap- 
pens if the intersection doesn't 
work? Six months ago the city 
tried a different traffic signal 
system which, 
according to 


the engineers, was supposed to 
help 
the 
flow 
of 
traffic 


through this 
intersection. 
It 


lasted, as I recall, less than 
•one week for they were piling 
cars up so bad taat it was 
blocking intersections blocks 
away. 


How much planning has ac- 


tually gone into this work if 
no alternate plans exist? 


In calls to my attorney and 


alderman I am told that noth- 
ing can be done to stop this 
action. So my only action left 
is to appeal to the people of 
the City "of Appleton. I 
am 


sure that anyone driving by 
or who have been in our home 
realize the work, planning and 
eftorts we have put into this 
home to restore it to its orig- 
inal beauty in such a short 
time. 


Most of these restorations 


take years to accomplish yet 
we have completed about 70 
per cent of this in less than 
one year. Very few of these 
historical 
restorations a r e 


ever done by individuals be- 
cause of the work and costs 
involved. This is the first pub- 
lic appeal we have made and 
this is not for money but sim- 
ply to help preserve its his-

nitely established and we are 


doing research at the present 
to establish, and it is favora- 
ble, that it was the first resi- 
dence in the world with elec- 
tric lights by any means of 
station source.) A complete 
history and book is being pr*-' 
pared as well as State and 
National 
Historical 
Society 


recognition. 


Other cities such as Green 


Bay and Oshkosh have seen 
the value of their historical 
sites and can now boast of 
several. The City of Milwau- 
kee just recently formed a 
special committee to investk 
gate the preservation of its 
historical buildings. Yet the 
City of Appleton has no offi- 
cially 
recognized 
historical 


buildings nor has 
anything 


been done to try to preserve 
these buildings 


In conclusion I realize as 


well as anyone else that the 
Memorial and Prospect inter- 
section is a bottle neck for 
traffic but must such drastic 
changes be made with no con- 
sideration to the desecration 
of this historical building 
I 


am sure we all know that this 
is a temporary solution and a 
new bridge location is the only 
answer to this problem. 


Therefore we appeal to the 


people of Appleton to call 
their alderman and express 
your views if you desire the 
preservation of this historical 
building. A good support by 
the people will mean the pres- 
ervation and restoration 
of 


this building and its land so 
that our children can study it 
and see its historical value' 
and beauty. We will also, at 
a future date when it is com- 
pleted, open the house to the 
public so the people of Apple- 
ton can be proud of its histor- 
ical building and ground.
